On April ist, a ‘number of 
Cantones® generals cama to Shang- 
hai to confer with Marshal Chiang.

THE NANKING: OUTRAGES. . 


Nationalist Responsibility. 


. London, April 6. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain made a 

statement in the, House, of ‘Com- 
mons this evening on the situa- 
tion in China, in the course of 
which he referred to ,the out- 
rages at Nanking. He aaid he 
had given a fairly complete ‘ace 
count: of recent events’at Nan- 
king, partly derived from the 
British Consul General and part- 
fvom American, and Japanese 
reports. He had now a’ further 
report from the Britizh Vice- 
Consul signed and approved by the 
British Consul. 

In this report ‘it was pointed 
out that the Northern troops left 
the city peacefully on Wednesday 
night March 28, and that early on 
Thursday morning troops belong- 
ing to the Fourth Division of the 
4 Southern Army, mainly Hunanese, 
entered, and the British Consulate 
was surrounded and the Consul 
General deliberately attacked. 
The Consul General was attacked 


‘in ‘the Consulate grounds by sen- 


tinels posted by the looters,
